farmers, and in part, at least, of interest to 
farmers in Maine, as well as elsewhere. 
The editor of the Farmer accepted an invi- 
tation from the management to serve as one 
of the judges on dairy products, and gives 
such facta connected with this particular 
branch of the exbibition as may be of spe- 
cial importance to those of its readers en- 
gaged in this branch of farm work. 

‘The dairy department, in addition to be- 
ing a competitive exhibit open to the whole 
country, was also arranged to be a com- 
plete illustration of the work and the pro- 
cesses from the feed manger of the cows to 
the dinner plate of the consumer. Prof. 
James Cheesman, well known in Maine, 
was placed in charge of this department of 
the show. A well-known herd of cows 
from each of the three noted dairy breeds, 
Holsteins, Jerseys and Guernseys, was s¢€- 
cured to furnish the milk with which to 
carry on the work, and remain on exhibi- 
tion while doing. ‘Thus, the cows, the 
feeding, the milk, the manufacture, and the 
finished product all contributed to make up 
the exhibit in this department, and could 
not fail to be an instructive object lesson, as 
well as an interesting feature to visitors, 
and of special interest to residents of the 
great city, who of course, are more familiar 
with the products of the dairy than with 
the precesses. 

Guernseys. 

To illustrate Guernsey work. a draft 
from the world-renowned ‘ Elersiie” herd, 
Rhinecliff, N. Y., belonging to Vice Presi- 
dent Levi P. Morton, was secured. Ten 
cows, magnificent representatives of the 
breed, were selected, giving at this time 
three hundred pounds of characteristic 
milk of the breed aday. As drafts from 
from Elerslie have been purchased to 
replenish some of the Maine herds we 
give the list of these cows as follows, all of 
which were imported: Charmoinesse 2, a 
noble animal, 7 years old; Good Morning, 
7 years; May Blossom, 7 years; Ruddy 
Lass 2d, 6 years; Rosette Sth, 7 years; Olga, 
7 years; Rosaline 34,7 years; Margo 2d, 
6 years; Lady Antoinette 2d, 6 years; Ber- 
tonne, 8 years. 

These Guernseys are all large and strong 
animals, showing perfect health and grest 
productive capacity. Mr. Morton is in- 
creasing this herd largely, and now has 
one hundred and forty of the breed and bas 
built barns and silos with the purpose of 
increasing it to four hundred head. The 
aim of the herdsman is to breed for quality 
of milk rather than quantity. The milk of 
the cow “Good Morning,” tested the first 
day at this exhibition 59 09 percent. of but- 
ter fat. She is one to be taken to the 
World’s Fair to go into the Guernsey herd 
for the great butter test. 

Holsteins. 

The Holstein herd at the exhibition was 
one of the most noted in the country, and 
probably none better is known in the breed 
the world over. Readers of the Farmer will 
be interested in a detailed notice of the indi- 
vidual animals that compose the herd and in 
the wonderful records of their performance. 
The herd is a draft from the Crumhorn 
Stock Farm, Onronta, N. Y., Hon. D. F. 
Wilbur, proprietor. Pauline Paul, the 
champion butter cow of the world, heads 
the list, meekly wearing her queenly honors 
of 1,153 lbs., 1534 oz., produced in one year. 
She isa magnificent model of a dairy cow 
from tip to tip. No judge ofa dairy cow 
but will concede at sight that she is an ani- 
mal of great producing capacity. 

De Kal 2d Queen is the champion 3-year- 
old butter cow of the world with a record 
at that age of 28 lbs., 7 oz. of butter in 7 
days, and 14 47-100 lbs. milk making one 
pound butter. Her dam, De Kai 24, has a 
butter record of 33 Ibs., 6 oz. in 7 days at 4 
years old, 12 59-100 pounds of milk making 
one pound of butter. 

Queen of the Hill, 4th, wears the honor 
of a record at 3 years of age of 3 Ibs., 9 oz. 
butter in one day, 22 Ibs. 4 oz. in 7 days and 
243 Ibs. in 90 days. Milk record, 69 lbs. in 
one day, 5,341 lbs. in 90 days. At 4 years 
of age, 23 Ibs. butter in 7 days and 75 ibs. 
milk in one day. 

Inka, 4th, bas a butter record of 194¢ Ibs. 
butter in 7 days, anda milk record of 85 
lbs. in one day, 8 years of age. 

Lorra Weeks, 8 years old, has a mi!k ree- 
ord of 79 Ibs., 1 oz. milk in one day, and a 
butter record of 28 Ibs., 6 oz. in7 days. 

Grett Hartog is another of the string, a 
fine cow, but has never been tested fora 
record. 

Aggie Constaine Netherland, 3 years old, 
isa finely modeled cow, with good points 
and every way made up fora great cow. 
She has never been put to a record, but her 
dam, Aggie Constaine, has a record of 76 
Ibs., 6 oz. milk in one day, 16,761 Ibs., 11 oz. 
in one year, and 19 lbs., 1234 oz. butter in 
7 days. 

Maud D., another 3-year-old, with a rec- 
ord of 18 lbs., 10 oz. butter in a week. 

Irene Barunne is a 2 years heifer of fine 
promise. Her dam has record of 20 Ibs., 
4\¢ oz. butter in a week. 

Another heifer of the same age makes up 
the complement of ten animals in the string. 
Such a record and such a herd seem fabu- 
lous to read of, yet there were the animals 
on exhibition and the records stand unchal- 
lenged. The fact that butter from this herd 
took one of the prizes at this same exhibi- 
tion with a strong competition from the best 
butter makers in the country, is conclusive 
evidence that high merit is found in the 
breed, and that a creditable show of it rests 
with the Crumhorn herd. 


Jerseys. 

Of course the Jerseys were there. Every 
one interested in the breed has known of 
the Holly Grove herd, Plainfield, N. J., 
now owned by General Schwenks, long one 
of the noted herds of the country. Of this 
herd there were 10 cows, 2 heifers, 4 calves 
and 2 bulls. Of course this herd is bred 
high in the fancy families. The herd was

Other Milk Products. 

There were several other milk products 
found in the exhibition that we deem 
worthy of attention, and which go to show 
the many ways in which milk is now being 
introduced for dietetic purposes. 

The Morrissania Dairy Company, of 
Morrissania, N. Y., bad an extensive ex- 
hibit of products com{ng from the milk of 
their establishment, such as bonnyclabber, 
buttermilk, acid milk, sweet milk, skim 
milk, and cream in forms too numerous to 
be mentioned. Such exhibits do much to 
hasten the present tendency toward a far 
more diversified use of milk, particularly 
among city people, than was formerly the 
case. Since properties of milk are becom- 
ing known, and quality is being recognized, 
people are realizing its value to a much 
wider extent. Every effort of this nature 











importation of cattle from Europe, but 
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much to the credit of the State was prompt- 
ly suppressed by the action of the State 
authorities and the expenditure of a hun- 
dred and seventy-five thousand dollars in 
money. Several times it bas, in a mys- 
terious way, sallied out from its center of 
contagion in the east, and made its appear- 
ance in the great cattle States of the in- 
terior, and of course raising great alarm. 
For half a century this dread disease has 
menaced the cattle interests of the country, 
and also, meanwhile, has been the only 
obstacle to the opening of the ports of Great 
Britain and other European countries to 
the unrestricted introduction of our vast 
surplus of beeves and otber cattle. 

In all this time the great cattle interests 
of the West have been petitioning and 
pleading Congress to set in force such 
measures as would forever strike this dread 
disease from the country, and thus relieve 
the cattle industry from this perpetual 
danger. Experience in Massachusetts, and 
also in Illinois and Kentucky, had shown 
plainly that this could be done if set about 
with the determined purpose to accomplish 
it. An outbreak of the disease in the cat- 
tle yards at Chicago seven years ago, 





helps the world to information as to the 
great value of this product of the farm. 

Condensed Milk was shown in quantity 
and variety by the Anglo-Swiss Company 
and the American Condensed Milk Com- 
pany, the offices of both companies being 
in New York city. Much effort is being 
made by the manufacturers to bring this 
product to the attention of consumers, and 
some progress is being made in that 
direction, though not rapid. It still re- 
mains to be proved whetber milk in this 
form will ever, to any considerable extent, 
take the place of the fresh product, where 
milk direct from the cows is available. 
Condensed milk is recommended for use in 
tea and coffee, and for general culinary 
purposes, and also as food for infants. 
We looked for a display from the Newport 
factory, by the Aroostook Condensed Milk 
Company, but did not find it. 

St. Charles Evaporated Cream made a 
good display. This claims to be sterilized, 
unsweetened, evaporated cream, and with 
nothing whatever added in its preparation. 
In fact, it is another condensed milk, and 
evidently seeks favor through the much 
talked up matter of diseased milk, its man- 
ufacturers claiming that it is sterilized 
through the application of heat, at a tem- 
perature high enough to destroy all disease 
germs that may be in the milk. The uses 
for which it is recommended are the same 
as for other condensed milk. 

Kumyss is aterm not often used in this 
country. Itis met in historical references 
to nérthern Europe, and is commonly men- 
tioned in records of travel in the Steppes 
of Russia. The term is applied to a prepar- 
ation of milk, or rather to milk that has 
been allowed to put ona stage of change 
towards acidity. In eastern countries, 
only the milk of mares was used in its 
preparation. Kumyss is now prepared ia 
this country by E. F. Brush, M. D., of 
Mount Vernon, N. Y., and is now offered 
to the favor of the public. It was on ex- 
hibition, and was offered for a compensa- 
tion to the taste of those desiring to test its 
merits as a refreshing drink, or liquid food 
article. Dr. Brush prepares his Kumyss 
from the milk of Holstein cows. Every 
possible precaution is claimed, that the 
milk be the purest possible. Provision is 
made that the milk puts on an acid con- 
dition, slight indeed, but sufficient to give 
it an acid flavor, and also to commence its 
action on the caseine of the milk. At the 
proper stage, all advance is suspended by 
bottling air tight, in which condition it is 
kept indefinitely. On drawing the cork, 
an effervescent condition is present, with a 
sprightly, sparkling acid to the taste. It 
forms a delicious, refreshing and nourish-

milk could but be popularized as a common 
drink, to take the place in any measure of 
the fermented beverages or distilled liquors 
so sadly common, it would be a boon to the 
people, at the same time that it would be a 
benefit to the farmer. That the consump- 
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aroused the cattle interests of the country 
to a full determination that decisive action 
by the government should be taken. A 
National Cattle-Growers Association was 
ooereenl representing all the organized 
‘ cattle growers of the entire country. This 
organization formally demanded of the 
National Congress the creation of a Gov- 
ernment Cattle Commission, two members 
of which should be experienced practical 
cattle-growers of good executive ability, 
and one a competent veterinarian whose 
duty it should be to take immediate and 
vigorous steps towards the complete eradi- 
cation of contagious diseases. The make- 
up of this proposed commission was asked 
to be made as above indicated, for the rea- 
son that there was a general sentiment of 
distrust among cattlemen of the veterinary 
profession so far as the extermination of 
the disease was concerned. The meas- 
ure in question received the endorsement of 
every leading State and National organiza- 
tion of cattle-growers in the country, by 
the Boards of Agriculture of the different 
States, by joint resolutions in a number of 
Western State legislatures, and by pe- 
, titiens from thousands of interested cattle- 
growers. But the measure was bitterly 
fought by Dr. Salmon, then, as now, 
Chief of the Bureau of Animal Industry, 
and failed to become a law. In place of 
it promises were made that with money 
enough forthcoming the bureau was ready 
to sope with the disease. The money was 
appropriated, but no determined work fol- 
lowed. Finally Gov. Rusk succeeded to 
the position of Sec setary of* Agriculture, 
and with the result that he took hold of 
this work of exterminating disease az 
though he meant business. This was ex- 
actly.the line of policy the cattlemen of 
the country bad been working for. 
Through bis well directed efforte the field 
of the disease was drawn down to narrow 
limits, where its complete extermination 
was easily within reach. 

Just at this point the work so well begun 
was stopped, and for months nothing has 
been done towards its final and full extine- 
tion.

eat has its system of measurements like 
all the subjects before discussed. Ther- 
mometry is of more practical value than 
the measurement of light or sound. 
A glass tube terminating in a balb is filled 
with mercury—a liquid about 14 times as 
heavy as water. A scale is placed beside 
the tube, and the mercury expands accord- 
ing to the temperature of the surrounding 
air. Of the various styles used the Fabren- 
heit, ranging from 32° to 212°, is the most 
common in this country. Sometimes it is 
desirable to record the maximum and min- 
imum temperatures for a given period. 
This may be accomplished in several ways. 
A stricture may be made in the thermome- 
ter’s tube, through which the liquid is 
unable to back, and thus it is neld at 
the highest point. Or apiece of carbon 
may be pushed by a liquid until the maxi- 
mum (or minimum,) is reached, when it is 
left benind by the retreating liquid. 

That bodies expand when heated is a rule 
almost without exception. Illustrations of 
this principle may found in our clock 
pendulums, which need to be shortened 
every summer, and in the ties of the rail- 
road track, which are always left a little 
apart. It is often a source of wonder why 
it is that since cold contracts water pipes 
burst during a very cold night. The rea- 
son is that water from 37.2° to 32° fails to 
follow the common law and expands until 
the freezing point is reached. it is during 
this period that ink wells, water pipes, etc., 
are ruptured. This isa most fortanate pro- 
vision of nature, for it prevents large bodies 
of water from freezing at the bottom and 
becoming entirely solid during the cold 
season. 

Two or three common but curious phe- 
nomena may be wituessed on an ordinary 
stove. If wateris dropped on a red hot 
surface it forms itself into spheres, which 
roll from side to side for some time before 
evaporating. With suitable apparatus, it 
can be shown that the liquid is not in con- 
tact with the surface at all, and so is not 
sufficiently heated to turn to steam. Why 
the liquid is thus held ap from the surface 
involves a complicated description of the 
dynamics of heat. 

Sometimes we think we see heat rising 


from a hot stove, and wonder if that does/| & 


not prove it to be matter. If we try to see 
the same phenomenon without the aid of a 
background, we shall be disappointed. 
This sbows tbat heat produces inequalities 
in the air currents which pass between the 
background and us, and give rise to the ap- 
pearance in question. 

Since heat is required to melt solids, and 
change liquids into gases, it follows that any 
process that will accomplish these results 
will take heat from the surrounding bodies. 
When we fan ourselves we change the 
moisture upon our bodies into a gas, and 
thus heat is taken from the body. In freez- 
ing ice cream, salt is put with the ice in or- 
der to melt it. When the ice melts it takes 
heat from the neighboring bodies, one of 
which in this case is the cream. 

Heat may be conducted from one part of 
a body to other, or, like light, it may be 
radiated through an imponderable medium. 
In this latter manner we get our heat from 
the sun. The subject of combustion takes 
us too far ivuto the domain of chemistry. It 
may be said in passing, that a flame con- 
sists for the most part of burning hydrogen 
and carbon, and it is valuable for lighting 
and heating purposes according as one or 
the other preponderates. 

The subject of ventilation, though not 
clearly connected with that of heat, is of 
sufficient importance to warrant a brief dis- 
cussion here. Estimating that an adult 
makes 18 respirations per minute, and ex- 
pels from his lungs 30 cubic inches of air at 
each respiration, we find that 540 cubic 
inches of air are vitiated each minute by a 
single individual. To dilute this air, at 
least 100 times as much fresh air is needed, 
which means that about 2000 cubic feet of 
fresh air are needed every hour. A person 
living ina room 15xl5x9 will more than 
vitiate all the air in the room in an hour. 
The effects wo ne ag! ventilation are maa- 
ifested in drowsiness, headaches, and

For the Maine Farmer. 
About Grafting. 


Mr. Fditor: Agreeable to promise, | 
will take up my long idle pen to write 
“what I know about farming; no, not 
farming, but about grafting. First, about 
grafting plums. I use the horse plum for 
a stock to grafton. Never graft the horse 
plum in the stock between the top or the 
limbs and roots, although nearly all the 
Moore’s Arctic that were first sold in this 
section of Maine were grafted about one 
foot from the ground, and nine out of every 
ten are dead. I bought more than ten, and 
every one of mineis dead. Messrs. Sharp 
Shae of Woodstock, N. B., grafted near- 
ly ali of theirs about a foot from the 
ground, and they are about all dead. I 
should advise grafting in the limbs, if 
large enough, or a straight stock. Put on 
one scion 6 to 10 inches long, s0 as to 
get from 3to5 limbs. If it is a crooked 
or a low-limbed tree cut it close to the 
ground. My crown-grafted trees do the 
best. I raised one which is 7 years old, or 
was grafted 7 years ago,on a little horse 
plum grown from the seed. When grafted 
at the crown it was about as large as my 
pen-stock. It is now 10 or 12 feet high, 
and 8 or 10 feet across it. The plum I call 
the Williams’ plum. I measured one p!um 
that was 17% inches long and 1% inches 
through. ‘nis is the largest variety I 
have. The original tree was owned by the 
late Hezekiah Williams of Skowhegan. It 
is nearly 20 yearsold. It often bears three 
bushels or more in one year. Three years 
ago I counted ten props under the limbs to 
keep them from breaking down. I began 
to graft 52 years ago, and now I feel more 
the need of a better education in propaga- 
ting trees and fruit raising than ever.

It is aiso stated that a 
common cur in this country followed his 
master by the scent through the various 
evolutions of an army of many thousands 
of men, readily distinguishing bis master’s 
scent from all others. That dogs can dis- 
tinguish the blown deer from the herd, the 
aunted fox from the fresh one, and the 
tame deer from the wild, there is an abun- 
dant evidence to prove.

& young animal is not so strong as that 
from an old one, and is a wise provision of 
nature for the protection of young animals 
from their rapacious enemies,as it more than 
counterbalances their undeveloped physica!

The Early Ohio isa new grape lately in- 
troduced, and one that promises to be early 
enough to be of value in this State. It is 
of the type of the Concord, but with ber- 
ries somewhat smaller, and it holds stoutly 
to the stem when ripe. Dr. Hoskins says 
it is a full week earlier than Moore's Early, 
and if so it will be an acquisition to the 
small list that can be de pended upon to 
ripen in Maine. 





We have frequently called attention to 
the high merit of the Gravenstein apple, 
and to its popular market demand. This 
variety is now quick in Boston market at 
three to four dollars a barrel according to 
quality. And yet there are people all 
around that are planting out unknown 
kinds and inferior sorts that area drug on 
the market. Fruit growers ought to learn 
that it is the best that sells for the high 
prices. 


Salesmen of farm implement goods and 
of farm supplies of all kinds freely say that 


they find Maine the best field for their 
trade of any State inthe Union. Men know 
what they want, buy the best of everything, 
and the best of all when the bills become 
due they find the money ready for them. We 
are frequently meeting these salesmen op 
their rounds and the report from all is tbat 
they ‘‘make no losses in the State of Maine.”

The question was asked the station 
whether any injustice would result either 
to the creawery or to the maker of the milk 
if the evening’s milk were set by the deep ' 
setting process and in the morning the skim Tv 
milk was drawn out and the cream mingled 
with the morning’s milk before taking to]; 
the factory, thus saving the drawing to and 
from the factory of the skim milk from the 
evening's milking.

Accordingly, milk was taken immediately 
after evening milking and set in Cooley cans 
in water at a temperature of 42 degrees and 
allowed to set till morning, twelve bours.| 1) 
The skim milk was drawn off in the uswal| of 
manner, care being exercised that no cream | Of 
was allowed to run off with the milk. This| ?! 
cream was then thoroughly mixed with the 
morning's milk from the same cows. The} q\ 
evening’s milk, the skim milk, morning's 
milk and the mixed cream and milk were 
each tested for contents of butter fat 
There was 67 Ibs. of evening wilk and 68 of 
morning's. Had this been carried to the 
factory whole there would have been 185 
pounds of milk to carry, and containing of 
butter fat 4 38 Ibs. which at twenty cents a 
pound would have been worth 87.6 cents. 
The mixed cream and milk weighed 83 Ibs. 
and contained 4.31 Ibs. of butter fat, worth 
86.2 cents. The difference between the con- 
tents of fat in the two cases is accounted 
for in the skim milk, the test showing two- 
tenths of one per cent. left in the skim milk, 
The mixed cream and milk, it is seen, fell 
off 1.4 cents from what the valde of the 
whole milk would have been at the factory.
